• CWSRF eligibility is no longer required for a 
project to be an “Official” need.

- CWSRF eligible subset of “Official” needs.
• “Official” Needs are in the main body of the 

Report to Congress.
• Other needs are in appendices, including:

- Capital costs for privately owned wastewater 
collection and treatment plants.

- Planning and operations & maintenance costs.
